Nation-Wide Test Planned. 

Along with the White House 
authorization, Draft Director 
Lewis B. Hershey announced 
plans for a nation-wide test which 
will afford registrants the oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate their apti- 
tude for their present college or 
university work. 

Hershey did not specify the test 
scores which would qualify a stu- 
dent for draft deferment, nor the 
scholastic standing that would be 
required. These are expected to 
be dete~mined later.

Key Provision in Order. 

The heart of the President's 
order says a draft registrant's 
activity in stury may be con- 
sidered to be necessary to defer 
him if he has “maintained a re- 
quired scholastic standard, or has 
attained on a qualification test, 
a score or both such standing and 
score, to be prescribed by the 
director of Selective Service with 
the approval of the President.” 

Hershey recalled that military 
leaders recently testified before 
Congress committees that “since 
we cannot hope to watch the Iron 
Curtain countries in manpower, 
our advantage lies in our supe- 
rioty in scientific and technical 
know-how.” 

He said Congress took cog- 
nizance of this and made pro- 
visions to permit the deferment 
of college and university stu- 
dents “in such numbers as may 
be necessary to the maintenance 
of the national health, safety or 
interest.” 

Under the new plan, he ex- 
plained, student deferments will 
be based on either capacity to 
learn, as demonstrated by results 
of the aptitude test or on scholas- 
tic performance as evidenced by 
class standing. 

These two criteria, he said, are 
variables which may be raised 
or lowered to either increase or 
diminish the number of students 
in training, as the national in- 
terest may require.

Detective’s View. 

“We're almost sure that the 
bodies are those of Dr. and Mrs. 
Hoffman,” said Capt. E. J. Thomp- 
son, acting chief of Bergen county 
detectives. 

Thompson reconstructed the 
tragedy as follows: While still in 
the car Hoffman struck his wife 
on the head with a hammer and 
stabbed her with a pair of heavy 
shears. He dragged her into the 
cabin and took from the car a 
five-gallon can of gasoline. Then, 
either he shot himself, or else 
there might have been an explo- 
sion as he ignited gasoline which 
he spread around the cabin. 

Hoffman, about 64 years old, 
and his wife, Gusta, 69, a sculp- 
tress, lived in a fifth-floor pent- 
house apartment in a fashionable 
section of New York City. 

Their son, Erik, 30, a micro- 
chemist, told police his parents 
were not at home last night and 
they had left him a note that they 
were visiting a friend in Wykoff, 
N.J., less than 10 miles from this 
small North Jersey community 
near the New York state border. | 

Thompson said a woman's purse 
with the initial G.S.H. found in 
the car was identified by Erik as 
belonging to his mother. He said 
curlers found in the woman’s hair 
were the kind his mother always 
wore. 

Father Talked of Suicide. 

He said his father, a graduate 
of the University of Munich, had 
spoken of suicide on several oc- 
casions.

Article in Official Paper. 

The Yugoslav disclosures were 
made by Vladimir Dedijer, for- 
mer Yugoslav information direc- 
tor, in an article in the Belgrade 
Borba, official newspaper of 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz’s gov- 
ernment. 

So far as is known, there are 
no Western correspondents in | 
Albania and have not been for | 
several years. 

“The planes were met by anti- 
aircraft guns and the governmént 
police did not allow the citizens 
to go out of their houses until 
all the leaflets were collected,” 
wrote Dedijer. 

“Arnied groups are being para- 
chuted into Albania and they 
are fighting there.” 

As early as last December, the 
Albanian telegraph agency re- 
ported that Italian spies had para- 
chuted into Albania. It said four 
had been killed and one captured. 

Assails Rebels. 

Dedijer bitterly attacked the 
Albanian rebels, whom he labeled 
“Albanian feudalists and other 
hotheads.” 

“An attack on Albania would 
be for the U.S.S.R. a God-sent op- 
portunity as an excuse for Soviet 
aggressive policy on a_ broad 
front,” he declared. 

Tito, his drouth-weakened coun- 
try now being strengthened by | 
American and British aid, is des- 
perately trying to keep his coun- 
try from becoming a Balkan Ko- 
rea. Officially, since -his break 
with the Kremlin in 1948, he has 
been trying to toe an independent 
Communist line. But wunofficial- 
ly, lately, his neutrality has been 
leaning slightly toward the West. 

Yugoslav sources in London 
view the Albanian situation as 
potential dynamite. These sources 
said the Russian jet fighters were 
sent to Albania early this month. 

Personnel Sent by Russia. 

They also said Russia has about 
4000 to 5000 military, naval, po- 
lice and technical personnel] in 
Albania, many of them recruited 
from Soviet - run Eastern 
Germany. ' 

There have been persistent re- 
ports that the Russian embassy 
in the Albanian capital of Tirana 
was bombed last month.

TOKYO, March 31 (AP)—Two 
‘American tank columns stabbed 
across the Red Korean border to- 
day in a daring challenge to a 
Chinese offensive buildup. 

One column struck across the 
thirty-eighth parallel north of 
Uijongbu on the western front 
and then pulled back before dusk. 

The other thrust inte Red Ko- 
rea north of the Chungpyong res- 
ervoir on the central front. 

Both ran into fire fights. 


(An International News Service 
dispatch said both columns pulled 
back below the parallel after their 
penetration of Red Korea. It said 
the second patrol was on a “psy- 
chological warfare mission.” One 
of its tanks had a loudspeaker 
over which calls for surrender 
were broadcast to the entrenched 
Reds.) 


Stayed 3% Hours. 

The armored force north of 
Uijongbu fought off a Red anti- 
tank gun, mortar and hand-gren- 
ade attack. It stayed three and 
one-half hours in Red territory. 

The initial thrust carried a 
half-mile inside the Communist 
north on the main road out of 
captured Uijongbu, north of 
Seoul. 

It is an extension of the leap- 
frog gain Allied forces made a 
week ago with a drop of para- 
chute forces who quickly envel- 
oped Uijongbu and pushed on to- 
ward the thirty-eighth parallel 
again&t stiffening resistance. 

Under the terms laid down by 
Defense Secretary George C. Mar- 
shall earlier this week, the tank 
thrust into Red Korea must be a 
tactical effort and not the open- 
ing wedge of a full-fledged offen- 
sive. 

Near Break-Through Scene. 

The first American tank crossed 
the parallel at 10:21 a.m. (7:21 
p.m. Friday St. Louis time), head- 
ing toward the Hantan river. The 
Hantan is a tributary of the Imjin 
river, where just three months 
ago the Chinese Communist forces 
started driving Allied troops back 
into the southern republic. 

Correspondent John Randolph, 
with the border-crossing tank 
column, said the scene is only 
eight miles east of where the 
Chinese broke through Allied 
lines Dec. 31. 

A week ago Republic of Korea 
troops crossed the thirty-eighth 
parallel unopposed on the east

TAIPEI, Formosa, 
(AP)}—The Nationalist news 
agency today said 400 Nationalist 
guerrillas landed March 9 on Nan- 
tien island, 145 miles south of 
Shanghai.

MEDAL OF HONOR 
FOR NAVY PILOT 
IN DARING RESCUE 


WASHINGTON, March 31 (UP) 


— The Congressional Medal of 
Honor has been awarded a Navy 


fighter pilot who crash-landed be- 
hind Communist lines in Korea to 


rescue a fellow airman. 

President Truman will present 
the medal—the nation’s highest 
military decoration—io Lt. (jg) 
Thomas J. Hudner, Fall River, 
Mass., at a White House cere- 
mony on April 13. 

In announcing the award, the 
Navy said Lt. Hudner risked his 
life trying to save Ens. Jesse Le- 
roy Brown, the first Negro naval 
aviator and the first Negro naval 
officer killed in action in a war 
involving the United States. 

Lt. Hudner and Ens. Brown 
were flying close support in the 
|Changjin reservoir area last Dec. 
'5 when Ens. Brown crashed be- 
hind enemy lines. Lt. Hudner 
unhesitatingly crash-landed his 
own ship and ran to Ens. Brown's 
aid. 

Unable to get the injured pilot 
‘out of the burning plane, Hudner 
‘packed the plane’s fuselage with 
snow to keep back the advancing 
flames. He then ran to his own 
plane and radioed for a helicop- 
ter. 

Marine Pilot Lt. Charles Ware 
soon arrived and the two men 
freed Ens. Brown and escaped 
safely. However, Ens. Brown 
died a short time later.

anti-Communist amendment 


The recent fulminations of Don Lehbeck, the 
so-called Christian Nationalist candidate for 
Congress, have caused many # Missourian .to 
think about making it more difficult for such a 
men to get his name on a ballot and thus gain 
extraordinary facilities for airing his views. 

No doubt, this sentiment played some part in 
persuading the State Senate's Election Commit- 
tee to report favorably a slightly modified ver- 
sion of the Hilsman bill. But we hope it will 
be further amended before it is permited to 
become law. 

This measure, introduced by Senator William 
E. Hilsman of St. Louis, would make it virtually 
impossible to have third parties on the ballot in 
Missouri. It would give the two major parties 
not only a monoply on public office, but also a 
virtual monopoly on opportunities for debate in 
the political arena. It would deprive them of 
that salutary goad of new ideas which is so often 
supplied by minority parties. It would not be 
good for the political life of Missouri. 

As modified by the Election Committee, the 
Hilsman bill would bar from the ballot all par- 
ties whose candidates had not polled 2 per cent 
of the total vote in the previous gubernatorial 
election. This is more reasonable than Mr. 
Hilsman’s original 5 per cent requirement, but 
it is still a high hurdle for minority parties. 
The total gubernatorial vote in 1948 was 1,567,- 
338, and 2 per cent of this is 31.346. Yet the 
biggest minority party vote in 1948—that of the 
Progressives—was only 2874. When applied to 
a congressional district or other relatively small 
political subdivision, the 2 per cent requirement 
may not be excessive. But on a statewide basis, 
it needs further consideration. 

Hilsman's alternative requirement of 25,000 
signatures—with at least 200 obtained in each of 
57 counties—also is inordinately severe. St. 
Louis Socialist Paul W. Preisier’s counter- 
proposal of signatures of 1 per cent of the vot- 
ers, no matter where the signers live, is more 
reasonable. 

The Hilsman bill also would absolutely bar 
the Communist party from the ballot. Would it 
not be a little incongruous to have a Communist 
eligible for the Presidency of the United States 
but not for the Governorship of Missouri? Is it 
not better to heed J. Edgar Hoover's warning 
against outlawing the Communists? Can the 
voters of Missouri not be trusted to exercise 
their God-given good sense in the polling 
booths? Must their liberties be abridged for 
their own protection? 

Let us not silence minority voices, but let us 
rather trust the intelligent majority to judge 
whether these voices speak good or evil. 
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Huntleigh’s Hunt 


Huntleigh Village, the aptly named suburb 
where some gentry don red coats, mount horses 
and chase foxes, is now pursuing the elusive 
quarry of lower school taxes. Residents will 
vote next week on whether to switch from the 
Kirkwood school district to the Ladue district. 

No hounds are needed to track down the 
reason for this. It isn’t educational. The Kirk- 
wood school tax rate is $3.05 on $100 property 
valuation, while the Ladue rate is $1.70. The 
assessed valuation per school child is much 
higher in Huntleigh than in Kirkwood, being 
even higher than in Ladue. 

These figures do not indicate that Hunt- 
leigh is less able to pay for education than 
Kirkwood, but there just seems to be a natural 
affinity between Huntleigh and Ladue. A few 
years ago, Ladue’s city fathers tried to dodge 
the 10-cent county library tax by establishing 
a Ladue l-cent tax and collecting a few dusty 
books of their own. 

A hunt for lower taxes is natural for any town, 
even a very wealthy one, but Huntleigh’s pro- 
posal is not in the interest of public education. 
Nobody would get better schooling out of it. 
Ladue has ample resources for its schools and 
Kirkwood, if anything, needs more revenue. 

But the hunt is on, so mount up gentlemen. 
Let there be no obstacles less than 40 hands 
high, a cold trail, and tallyho! 
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New Lease on Life 


In extending the life of its Crime Committee 
for 30 days, members of the Senate suggested 
that they would later ask the committee to con- 
tinue its crime inquiry well beyond April 30. 
The evidence of a large and intent television 
audience indicates that the public wants the 
committee to go on. 

If the only purpose of the Senate Crime Com- 
mittee were to write federal anti-crime legisla- 
tion, then its investigation so far would be suf- 
ficient. The committee already has the broad 
outline of new bills in line, and knows how syn- 
dicated gambling operates. 

But the goal of new legislation has become, 
if anything, secondary to the disclosures of pub- 
lic information. Across the country Senator Ke- 
fauver and his colleagues have held up the 
mirror of local crime to individual cities. 

President Truman correctly stated at hig press 
conference that “the primary responsibility rests 
with state and local authorities.” But he prom- 
ised Administration support in the anti-crime 
campaign and listed efforts of the Justice De- 
partment to crush criminal rackets and crim- 
inal tax evaders. In summary, the President 
said, “The eradication of crime is a job for 
everyone.” 

The Kefauver investigation has and is creat- 
ing a strong public reaction to the growth of 
organized crime, from which invigorated law 
enforcement should come. 
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Those Profits in Ships 

Now that the late Secretary of State, Edward 
R. Stettinius Jr.. and Admiral William F. Hal- 
sey have been named as associates of former 
Representative Joseph E. Casey in that get-rich- 
quick tanker deal, two Senate committees are 
eager to investigate. Since big names make big 
news, it is pretty hard to look the other way. 

Certainly, the people of the United States are 
entitled to the full details of the Casey- 
Stettinius-Halsey deal in which, it is said, a 
$100,000 investment was made to yield $2,800.- 
000 in three short years. But this was by no 
means the only big-profit deal worked out with 
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. It's high time to turn a real 
searchlight on these shipping deals. 
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Margin Control in Foods 


In self-defense, Price Director DiSalle invoked 
the memory of OPA when he issued his new 
orders for controlling grocery prices. Mr. Di- 
Salle knows that the nation’s housewives do not 
think much of the system of controlling prices 
by controlling dealers’ markaps. The -house- 
wife wants a clear, precise, definite ceiling price 
in dollars and cents, posted right up there in the 
market where she can see it. 

Mr. DiSalle’s defense—and promise—are that 
dollars and cents ceilings are on the way, per- 
haps in six months. He points out that the OPA 
used margin control in the food industry from 
1943 to 1945, and successfully stabilized food 
prices in this way. He says he would much pre- 
fer to express the ceilings in dollars and cents 
right now, but cannot do so because some ceil- 
ings would have to change every week as the 
farm price of foods not yet subject to price 
control kept changing. 

So the switch to firm dollars-and-cents ceilings 
can come only after most farm products have 
reached parity, or after Congress changes the 
price control law to permit some ceilings before 
parity is reached. There have been hints that 
the Administration would seek such a change in 
the law, but nobody can gamble that Congress 
will approve it. 

The margins to be allowed food dealers are 
substantially the same percentages which OPA 
allowed them six years ago, except in the case 
of chain stores and super-markets. The larger 
dealers were given a 1 per cent higher mark-up 
than they were allowed in World War II, on the 
ground that their costs are higher. 

Having no easy way to check up-on ceiling 
prices herself, the housewife can only cross her 
fingers and hope that the new system will work. 
Meanwhile, the sooner dollars-and-cents ceilings 
are established, the better. 
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Half Measure 


The trouble with Gregg Buckalaw, aged 8. of 
Mobile, Ala., is that he did not go far enough in 
figuring out what is the trouble with the Post 
Office Department. Master Buckalaw wrote 
Postmaster General Donaldson that the word 
“via” should be dropped from the phrase “Via 
Air Mail” on the post office stamp as not being 
necessary to convey the meaning. “You can 
save almost a third of rubber, and it is a critical 
war material besides,” he advised. So the Post- 
master General has issued orders that hence- 
forth the air mail stamp is to say only “Air 
Mail.” 

We do not know what Mr. Donaldson or Mas- 
ter Buckalaw was thinking about in stopping 
this reform in mid-course.

What 
does this object look like except mail? Is any- 
one conceivably going to mistake it for anything 
else? Why not just “Air,” Master Buckalaw? 
Mr. Donaldson? 

As either of these gentlemen might have ob- 
served, this will save another good third of rub- 
ber, and it is a critical war material besides. 
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Plows and Guns 


Pragmatism is the proudest boast of those 
who, with Gen. MacArthur, advocate a strong- 
arm policy for the United States in Asia. Yet 
the most dangerous feature of this policy which 
MacArthur is agitating in defiance of the Presi- 
dent and the State Department is its impracti- 
cality. One of the most convincing documenta- 
tions of this hard fact of international diplomacy 
which we have seen has just been written in 
The New York Times Sunday Magazine by Bar- 
bara Ward. 

Miss Ward, a former editor of The Economist 
of London, and author of “The West at Bay” 
and “A Policy for the West,” calls the revolu- 
tionary history of 150 years to support her con- 
tention. After both the French and Russian 
revolutions the former ruling cliques—Bourbons 
and Romanoffs—tried to regain power by force, 
with the backing of foreign governments. Each 
time, writes Miss Ward, the counter-revolution 
failed primarily because the peasants rose 
against it, fearful that the land the revolution 
had given them would be taken away. 

In China, she says, precisely the same reaction 
would be bound to be brought about by United 
States or any other foreign intervention. The 
peasant, who is the determining force in China, 
as both the Japanese and Chiang Kai-shek 
learned to their sorrow, would be unmoved by 
any theories involved, no matter how fair and 
fine ours might be. For him the matter would 
be reduced to one simple consideration: a threat 
to his newly-gained land. 

Though Gen, MacArthur's big stick is imprac- 
tical, there is a practical policy for the Far East, 
Miss Ward believes. and again she summons the 
guidance of history. Proof that land reform can 
work against Communism as well as for it was 
given in Romania in the 1920s when the Commu- 
nist advance was stopped “in full surge” by the 
non-Communist regime’s land reform. 

Here is the real answer to MacArthurism. 
Land for the frustrated masses of Asia whose 
personal allegiances will go to whichever regime 
vests them with the interest of land of their own 
—and whose allegiances will at last. decide the 
political destinies of their countries. 

The plowshare can be an Instrument of free 
popular government in Asia. It can win adher- 
ents who could never be won with guns.

German exile, opposed to war, nevertheless accepts service in 
American Army and explains why; we have no right to attack 
others but every right of defense against attack; feels that our 
army can help keep peace, even “keep alive right to oppose war.” 


Charles L. Klotzer in The Troy (Ill.) Triburie 


A year and a half ago Paul Simon, 
young editor of The Troy Tribune and 
anti-gambling crusader, saw an advertise- 
ment in the Post-Dispatch “by a fellow 
who wanted to get into journalism.” As 
a result he hired Charles Klotzer, who 
wrote the following article. 


Mr. Klotzer was a young German refu- 
gee who frankly told the editor he feared 
that his Jewish faith, the fact he was “not 
yet” an American citizen and his English 
might create difficulties in newspaper 
work. Assured that this would not be so, 
he went to work with a will and engaged 
heartily in civic activities. 

When Mr. Klotzer was called to military 
service, he used an advertisement to thank 
the people of Troy for their friendship, 
and Editor Stmon.wrote in return, “We're 
going to miss Charlie around here.” 


Although I am neither a conscientious 
objector nor a pacifist, | am opposed to 
war. As I am opposed to war, and as the 
Army is an instrument of war, I am con- 
sequently opposed to the Army. Never- 
theless, I will report for duty next Monday 
morning. 

My principal objection to army life is 
that it cancels various personal freedoms. 
In general, it interrupts the healthy life 
of a nation; in particular, it retards the 
normal development of youth. 


In its ultimate sense the purpose of an 
army is destructive, leading towards actual 
combat. Combaf itself does not achieve 
any elimination of international conflicts, 
it only forces physical solutions. More 
probably, future wars cannot be won at 
all, they will end because of mutual ex- 
haustion. 


A War One Has to Support 


In spite of these reasons I will obey the 
induction order. Am I simply afraid? Am 
I giving up my high-sounding principles? 

When I say I oppose war, I may be 
misunderstood. A truly defensive war, a 
war to check aggression, a war to uphold 
the foundation of our way of life, is a war 
which one has to support. World War II, 
which temporarily re-established the four 
freedoms in Europe, created something. 
It destroyed what was evil, Nazism; it 
created what was good, freedom. 

The defensive side of a war is the one 
which counts. We have no right to inVade 
others and change their way of living. We 
would be as guilty as those who want to 
reshape our society by force. 


aggressor 
taining what is morally right, 
moral and legal obligation to support an 
army. 
Tt is a legal obligation because the insti- 
tution of the armed forces is a matter of 


every phase of life and provide for secu- 
rity and progress. Only by upholding 
them ourselves can one ask others to 
abide by them as well. 

A military force, especially the Ameri- 
can Army, need not necessarily cause evil. 
Armies can be a powerful factor for peace. 
I say that somewhat hesitantly, as history 
has yet to prove that increased armed 
force secures peace. So far the existence 
of armies led to their use—and the slaugh- 
tering of human beings. 


The American Army has a very high 
standard of ethics. Its leadership has not 
thrown us into battle for spoils or for 
more territory. They are a positive force 
which has stood for what was considered 
right in the past. 

With this background in mind and hop- 
ing for a continuation of such a policy, I 
cannot help but acknowledge that it re- 
flects on everyone clothed in a soldier's 
outfit. Those in the service must learn a 
feeling of belonging to something which 
under the right leadership will secure lib- 
erty and justice. 


Need to Build Defenses 


At the same time those at home must 
assure a wise leadership for these forces, 
so that their feeling of identification and 
pride. will not be betrayed. 

So far I have been talking about gener- 
alities in regard to war and the Army. 
At the present time, however, there is the 
international tension, the threat of a new 
war and the need to strengthen defenses. 


I do think that many would agree that 
it would be stupid to blame only one side, 
Russia or America, for the present uncer- 
tainty. However, under our democratic 
system of government it is obvious that 
any sinister powers aiming to throw us 
into war would have it much more diffi- 
cult than in Russia. In addition most of 
our foreign relationships are open to pub- 
lic knowledge. subject to Congress’ investi- 
gations and, therefore, have more right to 
be valid than claims from the other side 
of the curtain. 


Our Doors Open for Peace 


Russia's attitude has shown that they are 
a power which reacts differently than 
normal nations do. The result of this 
realization was the strengthening of our 
armed forces, which was directly prompted 
by the North Korean invasion. While keep-

It must be difficult for Americans and 
Europeans to write about Turks. Very few 
have done it objectively and fewer still 
were able to do it honestly. In “Suleiman 
The Magnificent,” Harold Lamb has suc- 
ceeded on both counts: he is completely 
objective and meticulously just, Thanks 
to this and to the remarkable skill he 
displays as a biographer, he has written 
one of the most rewarding and exciting 
books that this reviewer has read in a 
long time. 

Suleiman began his rule in 1520 and 
during the next 46 years he shared the 
dominion of the world with the great 
rulers of the Renaissance: Henry VIII, 
Charles V and Francis I. Mr. Lamb sue- 
ceeds singularly well in the difficult task 
of studying Suleiman in relation to his 
famous contemporaries, and while doing 
this, he is able to underline the grave 
problems which the Ottoman ruler and 

his Empire faced. 
Yet despite Mr, 
Lamb's constant ef- 
forts to come closer 
to the character of 
his subject, Sulei- 
man remains some- 
what of a mystery. 
Nobody, it seems, 
was able fully to un- 
derstand him. He 
was a silent man 
and beneath his si- 
lence one can feel 
deep contradictions 
at work. He was a 
progressive adminis- 
trator but a tradi- 
tionalist ruler, a good-hearted man who 
fell often victim to bursts of impatience 
which led him to commit acts he re- 
gretted. He was a strict master who could 
delegate power freely. Also, he had an 
unerring eye for good men; nearly without 
exception his ministers were outstanding. 

His greatness is better described by 
his acts than by what we know of his 
character. He seems to have realized that 
the military expansion of Turkey had al- 
ready reached its zenith. Hence his ef- 
forts, in the diplomatic field, to come to 
an understanding with the European polity 
of nations. Hence, also, his efforts to re- 
form the organization of the Ottoman 
state, wherein the preponderance given to 
the military made constant wars a politi- 
cal necessity. Mr. Lamb thinks it natural 
that Suleiman should have failed to some 
degree in these endeavors. Europe was not 
ready to come to honest terms with soe 
near and powerful an Islamic neighbor, 
and this made it impossible for him to 
complete his reforms. 

These partial failures have caused some 
Ottoman historians to hold Suleiman re- 


have weakened the Empire by some of the 
changes he brought about, but he sue- 
ceeded in forging a nation from the vari- 
ous elements which lived under his rule. 
He succeeded in this because wherever 
his dominion extended taxes were light, 
justice was prompt, and the practice of 
religion was free.

The company's net earnings 
last year totaled $1.155.456 and 
an annual dividend of $3.50 a 
share was paid on the approxi- 
mately 139,000 shares of com- 
mon stock outstanding.

Originally 
produced on Broadway by John Golden in the Fall 
of 1922, the play ran 704 performances and was 
once the fifth longest running play of them all. 
(Of the five longest runs on Broadway in 1925, 
Golden had produced three—“Lightnin’,” “The First 
Year’ and “Seventh Heaven.” In 1927, it was 
made into a preposterously successful motion pic- 
ture with Janet Gaynor and Charles Farrell, con- 
ceivably the movies’ most ,successful romantic 
team. For her performance, Miss Gaynor won .an 
Oscar the first year they gave those things out. 
(1928). 
“Seventh Heaven" was the play broadcast on the 
premiere production (1934) of Lux Theater, now 
radio's most popular program (if you believe the 
ratings), and it has since been done on that show 
three other times, the last one last Monday. On 
the Monday revival, Lux dug out of retirement the 
two screen originals, Charles Farrell, now the pro- 
prietor of the Racquet Club in Palm Springs; and 
Miss Gaynor, who is married to Adrian, the dress 
designer. The old magic—either the magic of the 
Gaynor-Farrell combination or that of “Seventh 
Heaven"—is still working. Lux was deluged with 
5000 requests for studio tickets to an auditorium 
that holds only 1200.

From 
the economic point of view, this 
carefully worked-out plan, now 
accepted by six nations, although 
Belgium and Italy are given five 
years as a transitional period, re- 
moves an economic strife that has 
made recovery and progress in 
Western Europe very difficult. 
Now instead of France and Ger- 
many living in constant fear of 
each other they are welded to- 
gether economically, which is a 
good basis for political co-opera- 
tion 

We, in the United States, with 
our large area for free trade. have 
urged this upon the whole of 
Europe for a long time. It should 
build for Europeans a stronger 
economy than they have been able 
to attain in the past under a sys- 
tem that led to scheming and gov- 
ernment rivalries that were used 
by private enterprise te further 
its own particular aims.

Why 
do we want airfields here and 
there and everywhere.

* It would be easy to say, “Don't 
listen to so much Communist 
propaganda.” But I] think we 
should add something more. 

We have come into an era when 
the United States, in fact our 
whole Western here, has 
discovered that a geo- 
graphic position no longer means 
much. Defense against aggression 
now means defense of all free- 
dom-loving people. We are, there- 
fore, no longer thinking in terms 
only of defense of our own conti- 
nent. We are thinking in terms 
of our own ability to help our 
allies, the free people of the 
world everywhere in the world.

THAT ENLARGES our outlook 
enormously.
